ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT 

January  16,  1917. 

It  is  the  custom  at  Annual  Meetings  to  have  written  reports  from 
the  Officers  and  Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees  so  that  the  work 
accomplished  during  the  year  may  be  brought  to  the  minds  of  the 
members.  Also  certain  recommendations  are  offered  for  the  better 
working  out  of  the  next  year’s  plans.  As  your  President  during  the 
past  twelve  months,  I  have  but  a  brief  report  to  offer,  and  for  several 
reasons.  I  always  think  it  unfair  to  “steal  the  thunder”  of  the  other 
officers,  just  because  I  am  honored  by  being  the  first  called  upon  to 
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report.  Serious  illness  in  my  family  has  made  it  impossible  for  me 
to  think  or  write  as  I  should  like  to  do,  and  lastly,  1  cannot  report 
what  1  have  not  accomplished.  I  have  been  present  at  all  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Alumnae,  except  the  ones  in  September  and  Decem¬ 
ber,  when  I  was  still  at  my  summer  home,  four  hundred  miles  from 
Chicago,  but  with  the  excei)tion  of  presiding  at  the  meetings  (a  small 
thing),  I  cannot  see  that  I  have  accomplished  one  thing  of  value  to 
the  Association.  Not  one  thing  that  I  planned  ever  came  out  right. 
I  had  earnestly  hoped  for  a  Year  Book,  containing  the  new  by-laws, 
which  would  have  been  a  credit  to  us,  but  we  had  to  give  it  up  on 
account  of  “lack  of  funds”  to  publish  it. 

V\  e  have  had  so  many  applications  for  sick  benetits  that  our  cash 
all  went  in  that  .direction  and  after  all,  the  helping — -even  so  little — 
of  our  members  wdien  they  are  ill  and  needing  our  sympathy,  means 
more  than  a  well  printed  Year  Book.  Another  vision  I  had  was  oi 
some  truly  delightful  entertainments,  good  music,  a  clever  play  well 
done,  or  something  worth  while  in  the  Art  and  Literature  line,  for  I 
feel  that  of  all  classes  of  workers  in  this  busy  world  of  ours,  the 
nurses  need  something  bright  and  entertaining  to  help  them  over  the 
many  dark  days  and  hard  places  in  the  life  they  have  chosen,  and  1 
sincerely  hope  that  the  coming  year  will  see  at  least  six  of  our  after¬ 
noons  given  over  to  brightness  and  happiness,  rather  than  to  the  much 
over-talked  subject  of  vice,  with  a  ver}^  large  \'b  or  the  miseries  of 
the  babies  in  the  slums.  I  have  no  desire  to  criticise  our  Program 
Committee  for  past  efforts,  but  I  hope  they  will  agree  with  me  and  try 
my  suggestion  during  the  coming  year,  providing  it  is  what  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Alumnae  w^ant. 

The  Pension  Fund  is  such  a  big  thing  that  1  almost  hold  my 
breath  when  I  think  of  it.  We  must  raise  at  least  $60,000  before  we 
can  begin  to  speak  of  it  as  a  “Pension  Fund.”  It  is  a  large  sum,  but 
we  must  “not  despise  the  day  of  small  things”  and  begin  with  a  will 
'to  raise  Avhat  we  can. 

The  raising  of  the  nurses’  salaries  is  another  thing  to  be  consid¬ 
ered.  The  President  of  the  Hospital  Board  said  if  other  hospitals 
were  allowing  their  graduates  to  raise  their  prices,  certainly  St.  Luke’s 
should  do  the  same,  but  I  have  not  learned  whether  the  new  Superin¬ 
tendent  agreed  with  him  on  the  subject.  The  committee  appointed 
was  requested  to  wait  until  a  “more  convenient  season”  for  approach¬ 
ing  the  Superintendent  in  regard  to  the  matter. 

Personally,  I  believe  in  a  sliding  scale  of  prices  as  age  and  expe¬ 
rience  count  for  much  and  you  all  know  that  I  believe  in  the  wind 
being  tempered  for  the  shorn  lamb. 

Owing  to  the  impossibility  of  the  same  members  being  present 
at  the  meetings  month  after  month,  I  think  the  bulk  of  the  routine 
work  should  fall  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  composed  of  thirty  mem¬ 
bers,  whom  you  elect.  Not  less  than  an  hour  each  month  should  be 
devoted  to  the  Directors’  meetings  and  I  think  each  officer  and  direc¬ 
tor  should  make  an  effort  to  be  present  and  on  time  at  such  meetings, 
realizing  the  importance  of  the  work  they  are  chosen  to  carry  on. 

I  have  deep  cause  for  thankfulness  when  I  think  of  the  memorial 
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to  Miss  Dean  placed  in  the  Chapel  on  November  1st,  and  1  hope  it 
may  bring  joy  and  peace  to  many  of  the  nurses  as  well  as  to  the 
patients  in  the  hospital. 

I  am  sorry  to  send  so  inadequate  a  report.  It  has  been  scratched 
off  between  ten  and  midnight  and  with  many  interruptions,  and  I 
assure  you  that  nothing  but  the  serious  illness  of  my  husband  would 
have  kept  me  from  being  at  my  place  at  the  meeting  tomorrow.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

ddie  year  1916  has  been  rather  an  uneventful  one  in  the  Associa¬ 
tion  ;  twelve  regular  meetings  have  been  held  and  five  of  the  Board  of 
Directors.  We  began  the  year  with  292  members  and  have  added  29 
names  to  the  list,  reinstated  1,  dropped  4  for  non-payment  of  dues 
and  have  lost  one  by  death;  leaving  at  present  a  membership  of  317. 
Perhaps  the  most  noteworthy  thing  of  the  year  was  the  perfecting  of 
the  new  Constitution  and  the  Year  Book,  the  printing  of  which  has 
been  delayed  by  the  condition  of  the  treasury.  That  the  treasury  is 
not  especially  flourishing  is  not  a  matter  for  surprise  when  we  con¬ 
sider  that  we  have  paid  out  in  sick  benefits  $972.00,  nearly  $1,000.00, 
while  the  annual  dues  amounted  to^  only  $1,270.00;  paid  something 
over  $100.00  for  dues  and  contribution  to  several  funds,  and  also  in- 
\  ested  in  a  $500.00  bond.  Three  delegates  were  sent  to  the  convention 
in  New  Orleans,  but  the  expenses  were  defrayed  by  the  delegates  and 
therefore  no  expense  to  the  Association.  4'he  Program  Committee 
has  been  much  ham])ered  by  circumstances  but  in  s])ite.of  the  fact 
we  had  a  very  pretty  and  enjoyable  party  in  May  at  the  Club  House 
for  the  1916  class,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  Miss  Vittum, 
among  others,  during  the  year. 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  has  undertaken  a  tremendous 
task  in  the  raising  of  $60,000.00  for  a  pension  fund  but  with  the  en¬ 
thusiastic  Chairman  and  her  committee  there  is  little  doubt  of  its 
being  accomplished.

The  WMys  and  Means  Committee  met  at  1  :30  p.  m.  Tuesday, 
January  16th;  nine  members  present,  the  Chairman  presiding. 

After  motion,  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was  voted  that  each 
member  of  the  Committee  be  asked  to  raise  $25.00  for  the  Pension 
ETind  before  the  September  meeting.  Also  that  each  member  be  asked 
to  raise  SIO.OO  by  that  time.  It  was  also  moved,  seconded  and  car¬ 
ried,  that  the  Committee  hold  a  sale  of  fancy  articles  next  October, 
date  and  place  to  be  decided  on  later  and  that  each  member  of  the 
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Alumnae  be  asked  to  contribute  five  articles  or  $5.00  to  the  sale. 
At  the  Alumnae  meeting,  later  in  the  afternoon,  there  was  a  unani¬ 
mous  rising  vote  to  turn  over  the  Sylvester  Smith  Memorial  fund  with 
accrued  interest,  amounting  to  over  $2,600.00,  as  a  nucleus  for  the  Pen¬ 
sion  Fund.  We  also  have  $260.00  given  for  the  M.  E.  Johnstone  Mem¬ 
orial  turned  over  to  the  ^^Mys  and  Means  Committee  to  apply  on  the 
Pension  Fund  if  the  fund  when  raised  be  called  the  M.  E.  Johnstone 
Fund. 

I  think  Ave  Avill  all  be  glad  to  have  the  pension  fund  a  memorial 
to  Miss  Johnstone,  who  gave  so  large  a  part  of  her  life  to  the  Train¬ 
ing  School  and  interests  of  the  Alumnae. 

Each  member  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  will  be  a  prop¬ 
aganda  committee  of  one  to  further  the  interests  (T  the  fund,  ami  talk 
of  it  in  season  and  out  of  season  to  the  nurses  and  friends  of  the 
Alumnae,  including  the  doctors.  We  are  hoping  that  many  nurses 
will  be  able  to  raise  more  than  the  $10.00  required  this  year,  most 
will  be  able  to  give  half  of  that  sum  out  of  their  own  earning's  we  are 
sure.

Let  us  put  forth  our  best  efforts  eA'en  if  Ave 
are  not  here  to  see  the  realization  of  our  hopes,  the  $60,000^.00  Avhich 
is  the  minimum  wt  must  haA'e  before  Ave  can  Avork  a  pension.

( )n  A])ril  20th,  a  meeting  was  .held  at  Michael  Reese  TTospital, 
attended  l)y  two  or  more  ret)resentatives  of  the  Alumnae  of  each  of 
the  following  hospitals:  Presbyterian,  St.  Luke’s,  Mercy,  Wesley 
Memorial,  Hahnemann,  German,  Michael  Reese,  Illinois  Training 
School  and  Miss  Last  of  the  Chicago  Nurse’s  Club  and  Directory. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  decide  the  duty  hours  and  an  increase 
in  the  charges  of  the  graduate  private  duty  nurses  of  these  hospitals. 

Miss  H.  Andrews  of  Michael  Reese  presided,  the  decision  was  as 
follows : 
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1.  A  private  duty  nurse  to  have  eight  hours  rest  at  night  and 
two  hours  off  duty  during  the  day. 

2.  General  nursing,  $30.00  per  week. 

3.  Days,  under  first  week,  $5.00  per  day ;  for  days  over  a 
week,  charge  to  be  at  the  rate  of  $30.00  per  week. 

4.  Contagious  diseases,  $5.00  per  day,  excepting  Smallpox, 
Bubonic  Plague  and  Typhus  Fever,  $10.00  per  day. 

5.  Mental,  Nervous  and  Alcoholics;  Drug  Addicts — nurse  to¬ 
rn  ake  own  charge. 

6.  Charge  of  $5.00  to  $10.00  for  assisting  at  operations  in  homes, 
and  this  fee  in  addition  to  charge  for  nursing  if  the  nurse  remains 
on  the  case. 

7.  Additional  patients — $10.00  a  week,  or  $2.00  per  day  for 
each  extra  patient. 

8.  Obstetrical  nursing,  $35.00  per  week,  and  $30.00  per  week 
while  waiting. 

9.  Hourly  nursing,  $2.00  per  hour  for  first  hour,  and  fifty  cents 
for  each  additional  hour  up  to  6:00  P.  M;  $3.00  per  hour  for  first 
hour,  and  fifty  cents  for  each  additional  hour  after  6:00  P.  M. 

10.  These  charges  adopted  to  go  into  effect  May  1st,  1917. 

Thie  foregoing  resolutions  were  voted  upon  separately,  and  it 
was  decided  to  send  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  the  Secretary  of 
each  Alumnae  Association  of  the  Hospitals  represented,  and  to  each 
Superintendent  and  Training  School  Superintendent  of  all  hospitals 
in  Chicago. 

It  was  decided  that  each  hospital  alumnae  notify  its  own  medical 
and  nursing  staff  of  the  adoption  of  this  ruling,  and  that  the  matter 
be  given  newspaper  publicity.

Article  VII — Constitution 

Dues  shall  be 'paid  at  the  annual  meeting  and  must  accompany 
all  a])plications  for  membership.  .New  members  joining  three  months 
before  the  annual  nieeting  shall  be  exempt  from  dues  the  following 
year. 

Failure  to  pay  dues  1)y  April  first  forfeits  membership  but  this 
time  may  ];)e  extended  in  individual  cases  for  good  reason  by  action  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.

Thirty  members  of  the  Association  who  evidently  tliink  they  are 
in  good  standing  have  -not  paid  dues  for  1916.  Some  have  not  paid 
dues  when  joining  and  several  are  married  members.  If  you  are  in 
this  class  bring  or  send  your  dues  for  1916  and  1917.  There  are  also 
some  who  have  not  paid  dues  for  two  or  three  years.  These  members 
should  be  reinstated  and  make  application  at  once. 

The  above  appeared  in  the  January  Alumnae,  and  yet,  at  this 
present  date.  May,  1917,  the  Treasurer  reports  that  there  are  nearly 
two  hundred  members  in  arrears.  Which  means,  if  we  adhere  to  the 
strict  letter  of  the  law  these  members  should  be  dropped.

Sub-committees 
will  be  appointed  to  decide  time  and  place  to  hold  our  bazaar  in  the 
fall,  also  to  take  charge  of  refreshments,  parcel  post,  publicity,  etc. 

We  are  hoping  that  the  National  Crisis  and  World  War  and  the 
doing  our  bit  for  our  country  will  not  make  our  members  forget  the 
needs  nearer  home  and  particularly  that  of  our  pension  fund.

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  met  at  Miss  Lawrie’s  residence, 
Saturday,  May  the  19th,  at  2  :30  P.  M.,  nine  members  were  present. 
Two  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  committee,  Miss  Mae  Col¬ 
lins  of  the  class  of  ’99  and  Miss  Salome  Dyson  of  ’05,  the  latter  taking 
the  place  of  Mary  Thompson,  resigned,  this  brings  our  committee  up 
to  nineteen  members  representing  sixteen  classes. 

It  was  decided  to  call  our  bazaar  a  sale  of  fancy  articles,  it  would 
have  a  less  pretensions  sound  and  would  not  make  us  feel  we  were 
interfering  with  war  relief  societies  which  might  desire  to  hold 
bazaars.  The  sale  will  be  held  in  October,  exact  date  to  be  decided 
later. 

The  committee  has  been  divided  into  sub-committees.  Miss  Biller, 
chairman  of  publicity  ;  Miss  Osmotherly,  chairman  to  decide  on  place 
for  sale  to  be  held ;  Miss  Browne  collecting  articles ;  Miss  Preston, 
tables  and  arrangements;  Miss  Lawrie,  refreshments;  Miss  Eindlay, 
parcel  post;  Miss  Udell,  amusements. 
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The  members  of  sub-committees  except  refreshments,  parcel  post 
and  amusements  will  preside  at  the  tables  the  day  of  the  sale. 

The  motion  to  turn  over  the  $2,500.00  Smith  Memorial  fund  to 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  made  at  an  earlier  meeting  was 
rescinded  at  the  last  Board  meeting.  It  seems  that  the  interest  must 
be  held  for  an  emergency  fund  which  was  voted  when  the  money 
was  accepted.  Also. our  Treasury  is  so  depleted  from  paying  sick 
benefits  that  if  the  $2,500.00  was  taken  out  of  the  principle  there 
would  not  be  enough  income  even  with  our  dues  to  meet  the  running 
expenses  of  the  alumnae. 

It  is  hoped  the  nurses  will  work  hard  enough  this  summer  making 
or  collecting  articles  for  our  sale,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that 
useful  articles  such  as  shirt  waists,  night  gowns,  jabots  would  find  a 
ready  sale. 

The  nurses  have  turned  in  to  date  to  the  fund :  Mrs.  Blake,  $25 ; 
Miss  Lowden,  $10 ;  Miss  Garrabrant,  $25,  and  Mrs.  Grace  Lansing

A  WORD  BY  THE  WAY 

Yes,  Alumnae  funds  are  low  but  not  as  someone  recently  stated 
because  there  were  so  many  sick  benefits,  although  they  were  heavy 
last  year,  but  because  many  members  are  and  have  neglected  to  pay 
their  dues  which  lessens  the  amount  available  for  sick  benefits.  There 
is  no  question  here,  the  Constitution  provides  not  only  for  such  a  ben¬ 
efit  but  also  for  a  loan  at  small  interest  for  any  one  who  wants  it. 
Certainly  that  should  settle  any  question.  The  trouble  is  we,  as  an 
Association,  are  not  interested  in  our  constitution  and  by-laws  enough 
to  become  acquainted  with  it.  As  for  notices — for  over  twenty  years 
dues  have  been  due  and  paya])le  in  January  and  besides  this  the 
“Alumnae”  has  each  month  made  note  of  the  fact.  The  action  in 
regard  to  the  Red  Cross  is  a  ruling  of  the  Red  Cross  itself  and,  if 
displeasing  to  any,  should  be  taken  up  with  them.  Furthermore,  it 
should  not  be  necessary  to  state  that  those  who  do  not  pay  dues  until 
May  have  small  cause  for  offense  when  told  that  they  are  not  eligible 
to  the  Red  Cross  however  feeble  and  unpardonable  that  fact  may 
seem  to  them. 
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REPORT  OF  DELEGATE 

The  joint  annual  convention  of  the  National  Organizations  of 
Nurses  of  the  United  States,  which  was  the  twentieth  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Nurses’  Association,  the  twenty-third  of  the  League  of  Nursing 
Education  and  the  fifth  of  the  National  Organization  of  Public  Healtli 
Nursing  held  its  meetings  at  the  Bellevue-Stratford  Hotel,  Philadel¬ 
phia,  April  26th  to  May  2nd.  The  morning  of  April  26th  was  given 
up  to  registration  and  I  was  very  proud  to  register  for  six  St.  Luke 
nurses :  Mrs.  Macdonald,  Miss  Stewart,  Miss  Best  and  Miss  Susan 
Holmes,  for  the  ^ast  fourteen  years  in  charge  of  Dr.  Abbott’s  Hos¬ 
pital  in  Minneapolis,  and  Miss  Alice  Page  Converse,  chairman  of  the 
Membership  Committee  of  the  National  Organization  for  Public 
Health  Nursing,  and  Miss  Eldredge  also  present  made  seven  gradu¬ 
ates  of  St.  Luke’s. 

By  noon  Thursday  more  than  1,800  nurses  had  registered  and 
before  the  ending  of  the  week  between  3.000  and  4,000  were  present. 

The  first  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Miss  Goodrich.  The 
greater  part  of  the  afternoon  was  occupied  by  roil  call,  reports  of  the 
secretary,  treasurer  and  various  committees,  including  the  Revision 
Committee.  Miss  Sly  spoke  about  incorporation  and  the  question 
under  consideration  was  whether  to  incorporate  under  the  District  of 
Columbia  for  the  time  being  as  on  account  of  v/ar  conditions  a  Na¬ 
tional  charter  would  be  more  difficult  to  obtain.  She  seemed  to  think 
there  would  be  no  special  benefit  in  securing  the  National  charter. 
We  adjourned  about  five  o’clock  for  a  social  hour  in  the  roof  garden 
where  refreshments  were  served  by  members  of  the  boards  of  man¬ 
agers  of  hospitals  and  training  schools.  A  joint  meeting  was  held 
in  the  hotel  ball  room  in  the  evening,  Miss  Goodrich  presiding.  Dr. 
Alexander  McColl  gave  the  invocation,  and  Dr.  Wilmer  Krusen  of 
Philadelphia  the  address  of  welcome.  He  urged  us  as  nurses  to 
think  well  over  the  part  we  are  to  play  in  the  present  war  and  decide 
coolly  on  the  place  where  we  will  be  most  needed.  Miss  Goodrich 
gave  an  address  and  Miss  Sara  Parsons  made  a  plea  for  more  women 
to  enter  the  profession.  She  also  urged  many  reforms,  among  them, 
compulsory  registration  and  protection  of  the  nurse.  She  is  in  favor 
of  National  regulation  of  nursing  and  also  for  public  opinion  to  bring 
about  a  forty-eight-hour  week  for  student  nurses ;  that  training 
schools  should  be  entirely  separate  from  hospitals  and  that  there 
should  be  a  different  board  of  directors  for  each.  She  also  advocated 
training  schools  for  men  attendants  who,  she  said  were  very  badly 
needed.  Miss  Beard  spoke  for  the  Public  Health  nurses  and  she  urged 
that  they  hold  their  positions  until  called  for  war  duty.  Mr.  Thomas 
Mott  Osborne,  ex-warden  of  Sing  Sing  prison  said  he  was  scheduled 
to  speak  on  “Health  Conditions  in  Prisons”  but  that  the  subject 
should  have  been  “Disease  Conditions,”  because  the  former  were 
conspicuous  by  their  absence.  He  said  that  in  scarcely  a  prison  in 
the  United  States  was  there  any  attempt  to  separate  the  diseased 
from  the  well  so  that  in  almost  every  case  the  convict  contracted  one 
or  more  loathsome  diseases  before  he  was  discharged.  Mr.  Osborne 
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drew  the  comparison  between  moral  and  physical  disease  to  show  the 
absurdity  of  a  uniform  course  of  treatment  in  any  prison.  Tubercu¬ 
losis  and  every  other  disease  which  science  is  trying  to  check  is  spread 
by  men  released  from  prisons  because  of  the  policy  of  letting  the 
prisons  and  the  prisoners  drift.  Mental  and  moral  health,  he  says, 
cannot  be  separate  from  sanitation. 

Friday  morning,  Miss  Elnora  Thompson,  Superintendent  of  the 
Society  of  Mental  Hygiene,  presiding.  “Communicable  Disease,”  was 
the  topic  spoken  on  by  Dr.  George  Goler,  of  the  Health  Department 
of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  He  told  of  the  nurse  in  a  private  home  where 
she  might  have  a  case  of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria.  He  said  she 
removed  the  rug,  all  the  unnecessary  furniture,  window  curtains,  per¬ 
haps  pictures,  in  fact  everything  she  could  remove ;  had  her  room  full 
of  disinfectants,  the  wet  sheet  was  hung  up  in  front  of  the  door — she 
never  forgot  that — or  to  keep  it  wet,  but  she  would  pass  in  and  out  of 
that  room  without  removing  her  shoes  or  her  stockings,  nor  would 
she  have  a  pan  of  disinfectant  in  which  to  dip  her  feet.  He  insisted 
that  there  were  but  ten  ways  of  carrying  infection — and  those  ten,  by 
the  ten  fingers.  In  a  few  diseases  such  as  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria 
anyone  having  suspicions  should  have  a  Schick  test  made  and,  every 
one  should  have  the  typhoid  vaccine ;  that  whooping  cough  is  con¬ 
tagious  only  in  the  first  two  weeks  and  that  could  be  avoided  by  the 
vaccine.  In  measles  the  danger  lies  in  the  few  days  before  and  after 
the  onset.  The  safeguard  against  disease — to  watch  the  throat  and 
the  teeth  and  to  keep  the  hands  away  from  the  face  and  out  of  the 
mouth.  Miss  Babbett  in  her  talk  on  “Diseases  of  Infants  and  Chil¬ 
dren”  held  that  a  special  training  is  required  for  the  work  of  prevent¬ 
ing  diseases  of  children.  Miss  Edith  Swaine  spoke  on  “Infant 
Paralysis”  and  advocated  that  treatment  should  be  continued  from 
one  to  four  years,  especial  care  being  taken  that  the  suft'erer  be  not 
allowed  to  strain  the  weakened  muscles.  Proper  nursing  and  correct 
after  treatment  prevent  any  chance  of  after  deformity.  She  urged 
the  Public  Health  Nurses  to  obtain  if  possible  proper  treatment  for 
the  children  ill  with  the  disease. 

Miss  YTeeler  of  Chicago  presided  at  the  afternoon  meeting  and 
the  problem  of  the  small  hospital  was  under  discussion,  first  from 
the  financial  side  and  then  the  educational.  Miss  Wdieeler  favors 
the  Central  school  for  the  nurse,  and  for  the  large  body  of  women 
who  wish  to  enter  the  field  of  Public  Health  W  ork,  who  she  says 
should  be  prepared  for  this  as  is  the  young  man  who  enters  the 
medical  school.  A  Central  University  school  would  be  uniform  and  the 
hospitals  could  be  utilized  as  laboratories.  They  should  also  have 
access  to  the  field  nursing.  Friday  morning  a  joint  session  was  held 
in  the  Academy  of  Music  and  the  subject  was  “Health  Insurance,” 
Dr.  Charles  Hatfield  of'  Phipps  Institute  presiding  and  Mr.  Miles 
Dawson  explained  what  health  insurance  would  do  for  the  American 
citizen.  It  is  the  wage  earner’s  best  friend.  It  comes  to  his  assistance 
when  the  burden  of  expense  is  heaviest  and  his  earnings  are  cut  off 
by  illness.  Aside  from  the  benefit  to  wage  earners  and  their  depend- 
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ants,  Mr.  Dawson  said  that  the  prc^posal  for  Universal  Health  Insur¬ 
ance  now  before  fourteen  state  legislatures  will  be  of  direct  benefit 
to  nurses.  Perhaps  the  public  health  nurse  will  be  the  most  inter¬ 
ested.  The  advantages  were  these  :  greater  extension  of  opportunity 
for  service,  better  compensation  for  attendance,  owing  to  such  organ¬ 
ization  and  direct  protection  afforded  them,  such  as  medical  treat¬ 
ment,  medicines,  appliances,  hospital  treatment  if  needed  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  workman’s  salary  while  disabled.  He  also  brought  up 
the  employers’  side  of  the  question,  “Why  should  the  employer  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  employee.”  While  working  through  his  occupation  he 
runs  up  against  conditions.  Health  insurance  makes  better  workmen. 
They  can  carry  on  their  work  much  longer  and  are  certainly  much 
more  valuable  after  being  trained  for  it.  Mr.  Dawson  said  that  the 
war  had  made  the  profession  of  nursing  of  even  large  social  import¬ 
ance  and  that  it  is  a  public  duty  to  contribute  to  the  health  and 
efficiency  of  nurses,  better  nurses  would  follow  if  nurses  themselves 
were  freed  from  the  worry  of  sickness  and  called  upon  to  serve  only 
when  in  good  health.  Miss  Newman  of  the  International  Garment 
Workers’  Union  spoke  on  the  same  subject,  and  Dr.  Rol)inson,  Execu¬ 
tive  Secretary  of  the  American  Medical  Society,  said  there  were 
thousands  of  doctors  who  did  not  succeed  in  gaining  any  practice, 
and  thousands  of  sick  people  who  never  consulted  a  doctor.  The 
healtli  insurance  act  would  bring  them  together.  On  Saturday  morn¬ 
ing  Dr.  E.  P.  Davis,  professor  of  obstetrics  in  Jefferson  College 
spoke  on  “The  Health  of  Mothers  and  Children,  and  How  They  Can 
Be  Saved.”  He  advocated  the  education  of  public  school  children  in 
physiology;  he  also  advocates  early  marriages  of  young  and  healthy 
individuals,  which  he  thinks  would  be  the  best  cure  for  the  high  mor¬ 
tality  of  mothers  and  children.  He  pleaded  for  the  education  of 
fathers  and  mothers  to  the  need  of  pre-natal  care  of  prospective 
mothers  and  the  proper  care  of  the  women  at  all  times,  and  stated  that 
in  Europe  today  prospective  mothers  are  taken  care  of  next  to  the 
wounded,  also  that  on  account  of  ignorance  and  carelessness  the  num¬ 
ber  of  women  who  die  annually  in  childbirth  equals  the  number  of 
men,  women  and  cihldren  who  die  with  typhoid.  He  says  the  time 
will  come  when  the  health  certificate  is  required  before  marriage 
and  that  in  the  present  world  crisis  it  is  especially  important  that 
the  future  life  of  the  nation  be  made  as  strong  and  vigorous  as 
possible. 

On  Saturday  afternoon  a  large  delegation  made  a  trij)  to  Valley 
Eorge,  and  on  Sunday,  as  there  were  no  meetings,  each  delegate 
spent  the  day  as  she  wished.  Miss  Converse  invited  a  few  of  her 
friends  to  luncheon  at  the  Merion  Cricket  Club,  one  of  the  beautiful 
suburbs  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  is  needless  to  say  what  a  delightful 
time  we  had  making  new  friends  and  renewing  old  friendships.  In 
the  evening  we  went  to  church. 

Monday  morning  another  joint  session  and  discussion  on  “Is 
There  Need  for  Another  Class  of  Sick  Attendant;  if  so,  How  and 
Where  Should  They  Be  Trained?”  Miss  Ambrose  believes  the  public 
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is  calling' for  more  nurses  to  meet  a  demand  for  cheaper  nurses  and 
she  thought  it  would  be  better  for  us  to  produce  attendants  or  they 
would  be  produced  in  a  way  we  do  not  wish.  These  attendants 
should  have  a  certain  amount  of  training,  but  that  we  must  first 
protect  the  registered  nurse.  Miss  Goodrich  said  there  would  have 
to  be  a  license  for  the  nurse  and  one  for  the  attendant  as  well,  and 
that  the  type  of  illness,  not  the  pocketbook  of  the  patient,  should 
determine  the  kind  of  an  attendant,  also  that  the  ability  of  the  attend¬ 
ant  should  be  looked  into  the  same  as  the  medical  profession  looks 
into  the  work  of  the  midwif^c,  and  there  should  be  fixed  standards  for 
both.  There  would  then  be  no  confusion  in  the  minds  of  the  public 
in  regard  to  our  registered  nurse.  On  the  other  hand  the  registered 
nurse  opposes  trained  attendants  as  they  feel  that  all  sickness  should 
be  attended  by  skilled  nurses,  not  having  t\/o  classes  of  nurses  any 
more  than  two  classes  of  doctors.  In  the  afternoon  we  heard  about 
health  centers  in  the  city,  a  small  community  and  in  the  country, 
the  latter  the  most  difficult  on  account  of  the  inability  to  reach  the 
clinics.  The  visiting  nurse  can  do  a  great  deal  in  keeping  the  children 
well  with  clinics  for  school  children,  watching  their  eyes,  noses, 
throats  and  teeth.  The  city  having  the  advantage  with  its  many 
clinics.  Tuberculosis,  childrens’  diseases  and  venereal  disease  are 
the  Public  Health  problems.  We  had  many  round  tables  with  many 
discussions.  Miss  Ott,  a  private  duty  nurse  of  twenty-five  years, 
said  tljat  while  we  grow  older  we  can,  if  we  will,  grow  younger  with 
the  progress  of  our  work.  She  thinks  it  a  most  important  field,  with 
many  disadvantages,  but  also  many  compensations.  At  Johns  Hop¬ 
kins  Miss  Nutting  has  inaugurated  the  twelve-hour  day  for  graduates 
and  other  hospitals  are  following  in  her  lead.  At  first  the  patients 
felt  they  were  not  getting  what  they  were  paying  for,  but  soon 
realized  they  were  having  better  care  from  the  nurse,  who  was  not 
/  worn  out  with  a  twenty-four  hour  duty. 

The  Red  Cross  meeting  was  held  on  Monday  evening  with 
addresses  from  Miss  Delano,  Miss  Noyes  and  Mr.  Elliott  Wads¬ 
worth,  a  wonderful  and  enthusiastic  meeting  which  Miss  Stewart 
has  promised  to  report,  and  Miss  Best  is  to  report  the  meeting  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  problems  of  teaching. 

Tuesday  evening  was  occupied  with  practical  demonstrations  by 
the  students  of  the  Philadelphia  Plospitals  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Sara  Murray.  Making  of  a  Bradford  frame  bed,  dry  cupping, 
dry  pack,  the  way  to  teach  solutions,  etc.  Beds  conlaining  patients 
were  brought  in  on  the  stage  for  each  demonstration.  Wednesday 
was  given  over  to  business  chiefly,  reading  of  reports  and  resolutions. 
Miss  Goodrich  Avas  re-elected.  Miss  Fldredge,  first  vice-president; 
Miss  Lawler,  second  vice-president;  Miss  DeWitt,  secretary,  and 
Mrs.  Twiss,  treasurer.  Miss  Wheeler  and  Miss  Crandall,  directors. 
Cleveland  was  decided  on  for  the  next  convention  and  now  hoping 
that  I  have  brought  back  to  you  a  little  inspiration  from  this  won¬ 
derful  meeting,  J  want  to  thank  you  for  sending  me  as  your  delegate.

There  seems  to  ha^^e^'b^efi  little  discussion  and  some  hurj 

feelings  thaPfnembers  of  the  Alumnae  wdre  of  ttecessity  drdpped  from 
membership' for  non-payment  of  dues?- Tt  is  nb  new  thing  iif  this  or 
any  other  association ;  as  far  ba'ck  as  f9()3  Miss" Fulmer  m  her  address 
as  President  states:  I  shall  stand  openly  for ’the  following:  For  a 
strict  and  prompt  payment  of  annual  dues.  The  expense  and  labor 
occasioned  by  the  efforts  to  collect  Annual  dues  is  Appalling.  Your 
obligation  is  for  every  year,  and  while  a  few  nurses  have  times  of 
being  pressed  for  money,,  the  majority  do  not  acknowledge  this,  but 
expect  toleration  for  forgetting  to  pay.  The  Constitution  tells  you 
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in  plain  words  what  to  expect,  and  for  this  year,  will  be  adhered  to. 
And  so  on  down  through  the  years  our  several  presidents  have  been 
of  the  same  mind.  Three  months  grace  is  given  in  our  present  Con¬ 
stitution,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  one  hundred  members  were  in  arrears 
at  that  time — some  for  two  years.  Question — How  long  can  an  asso¬ 
ciation  afford  to  carry  dead  timber  and  thrive? 


To  the  Alumnae  members  from  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee: 

There  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  among  the  members 
of  the  Alumnae  about  the  duties  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
in  raising  money  for  a  pension  fund  for  our  members  when  old  and 
incapacitated  for  work. 

This  Committee,  with  chairman,  was  appointed  by  the  Alumnae 
in  the  fall  of  1915,  the  chairman  to  choose  her  own  committee.  She 
has  tried  to  make  this  as  representative  as  possible  and  at  present 
the  nineteen  members  represent  sixteen  classes. 

Very  little  was  done  for  a  year,  except  collecting  data  from  other 
Alumnae  organizations,  which  are  raising  money  for  pension  funds, 
and  in  the  winter  of  1916,  because  of  war  conditions  in  Europe,  and 
the  many  calls  on  every  one,  your  chairman  suggested  that  the  com¬ 
mittee  be  disbanded  to  take  up  the  work  at  some  future  date. 

But  the  Alumnae  voted  that  as  the  committee  was  already  organ¬ 
ized  for  work  it  should  proceed  and  raise  what  money  it  could ;  these 
were  its  only  instructions. 

We  have  gone  ahead  in  a  very  small  way,  sent  out  lette^s  to 
various  people  we  knew  to  be  interested  in  St.  Luke’s  nurses,  asked 
the  nurses  themselves  to  contribute  and  planned  a  sale  of  fancy  work, 
which  as  you  know  is  to  be  held  at  Miss  Stewart’s  on  October  25th. 

After  the  sale  was  planned  and  articles  asked  for,  our  Country 
entered  the  war  and  some  have  thought  our  sale  should  be  given  up 
on  that  account,  but  your  Committee  thought  it  unwise  to  return 
things  sent  or  keep  shop  worn  articles  for  some  future  time. 

We  sometimes  wonder  if  all  our  members,  who  are  making  the 
war  an  excuse  not  only  for  not  doing  anything  themselves  for  our 
pension  fund,  but  discouraging  others,  are  working  unusually  hard 
in  war  relief  work. 

We  have  no  particular  plans  for  the  next  few  months,  except 
to  keep  the  pension  fund  before  the  nurses  and  their  friends,  so  that 
after  the  war  we  may  undertake  something  worth  while  in  the  way 
of  raising  money  for  our  fund.  .  ’  T' 

A  pension  fund  is  not  a  charity,  as  any  of  you  know  who  have 
friends  or  relatives  who  are  teachers  and  who  pay  a  stated  sum 
monthly  into  their  pension  fund.  v  5^'- 

The  pension  fund  for  the  clergy  of  the  Episcopal  church,  the  best 
ever  planned  from  a  business  standpoint,  is  not  a  charity,  but  each 
parish  and  organization  pays  into  the  fund  yearly  a  certain  portion 
of  the  rector^s  or  priest  in  charge  salary,  but  a  $5,000,000.00  fund  was 
first  raised  because  there  must  be  an  income  to  take  care  of  those 
who  become  eligible  when  the  fund  goes  into  operation. 
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That  is  what  your  Ways  and  Means  Committee  is  working  for; 
to  raise  a  sum  of  money  so  that  those  who  become  eligible  when  the 
pension  fund  goes  into  effect,  can  be  taken  care  of.  When  we  have 
raised  $60,000.00,  as  we  have  said  before,  we  will  have  actuaries  work 
out  a  plan  whereby  those  who  wish  to  become  eligible  for  a  pension 
after  say  twenty-five  years  of  nursing  service  and  fifty-five  years  of 
age  may  pay  in  a  certain  sum  yearly  or  monthly  in  order  to  draw  out 
an  income  in  old  age,  which  we  want  to  be  at  least  $300.00  a  year. 

Some  one  has  suggested  that  a  national  pension  fund  for  nurses 
would  appeal  to  them  more  than  just  our  own  school.  That  would 
not  seem  feasible  for  many  reasons,  principally  that  the  overhead 
expense  would  be  so  tremendous  and  the  organization  so  unwieldy. 

It  might  be  possible  sometime  in  the  future  that  the  state  asso¬ 
ciation  would  undertake  a  pension  fund  when  we  would  gladly  turn 
over  the  money  we  had  raised  to  such  a  fund.  We  would  not  lose 
by  it,  as  we  would  necessarily  have  to  raise  our  share  of  a  state  fund. 

Some  of  our  members  are  not  interested  in  the  pension  fund  be¬ 
cause  personally  they  will  never  need  a  pension,  their  future  being 
provided  for,  still  others  think  they  may  marry,  but  the  only  way 
our  fund  can  become  a  success  is  by  everyone  working  together  for 
the  good  of  the  whole  and  forgetting  our  own  selfish  interests. 

Of  course  we  know  that  the  majority  rules  in  any  organization 
and  the  minority  may  disagree,  but  it  would  seem  as  members  we 
might  abide  by  the  decision  of  the  majority  and  for  the  good  of  the 
organization  try  to  help  rather  than  hinder  the  work  of  the  com¬ 
mittees  appointed. 

It  certainly  is  most  discouraging  for  any  committee  to  feel  that 
members  of  the  Alumnae  are  talking  against  the  work  they  have 
been  appointed  to  undertake,  and  it  is  always  your  privilege  to  ask 
for  the  resignation  of  any  chairman  or  committee  you  have  appointed.

THE  PENSION  FUND 


Someone  has  written  a  history  beginning  backward,  and  in  this 
connection  we  will  view  our  condition  a  few  years  hence  in  relation 
to  others.  In  1930,  the  probabilities  as  they  promise  with  us  now, 
will  see  us  the  only  women  in  any  profession,  or  in  fact  wage  earners, 
who  have  not  a  well  established  pension  fund. 

That  we  should  have  a  pension  fund  no  one  can  deny,  but  the 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  getting  one  seem  to  be  insurmountable.  Of 
course,  it  would  be  ideal  if  we  had  a  National  Pension,  but  if  a  large 
and  influential  Training  School  cannot  convince  itself  of  this  neces¬ 
sity,  how  can  the  great  mass  of  nurses  be  reached? 

If  we  really  want  a  pension  fund,  we  can  get  it,  if  we  have  the 
vision  and  forge  through  the  difficulties.  Teachers,  big  corporations, 
clergy,  etc.,  accomplished  it  by  different  methods,  and  it  would  seem 
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if  we  do  not  do  it,  our  only  excuse  is  improvidence,  and  by  a  strange 
paradox  because  we  need  it  most. 

Now  our  pension  fund  is  not,  as  some  seem  to  think,  a  form  of 
charity,  any  more  than  it  is  for  a  business  man  or  an  army  officer 
to  accept  his  pension,  which  signifies  long  service  in  any  well  organ¬ 
ized  business  or  profession. 

The  Committee  is  trying  to  make  a  workable  plan ;  do  not  let 
us  thwart  it  by  saying,  “It  cannot  be  done,”  let  us  seize  our  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  start  one,  and  then  it  will  not  be  long  before  others,  seeing 
our  progress,  will  imitate  us,  and  eventually  a  National  fund  would 
be  the  result  but  let  us  lead,  and  let  our  Nurses  be  provided  for  irre¬ 
spectively  after  years  of  service,  thus  obviating  any  cases  of  de¬ 
pendency,  which  some  may  not  have  been  able  to  provide  against. 

The  great  value  of  all  this  will  also  be  to  teach  the  nurse  to  pro¬ 
vide  against  this  herself  by  paying  into  this  fund.  One  obstacle  in 
getting  the  young  nurse  interested  is,  that  she  mayfciarry  and  not 
require  it,  bub  whatever  plan  is  adopted  by  the  Comrhittee  may  pro¬ 
vide  for  this,  and'it  would  be  a  calamity,  if.  the  chance  of  not  requir¬ 
ing  it,  kept  her  from' fulfilling  her  obligatmn.and  thus  prevent  others 
from  benefitting  by  it.  Soon  we  may  have -Health  Insurance  a  state 
enactment;  some  do  not  need  it,  but  for  the  sake  of  others  to  whom 
it  will  be  of  vast  importance,  it  is  being  urged. 

In  summing  up  the  objections  from  a  concensus  of  opinion,  the 
chief  one  seems  to  be  an  idea  that  it  cannot  be  done,  and  to  those 
in  the  vigor  of  youth,  the  time  is  so  far  off,  they  are  not  interested,^ 
or  so  it  seems.  .  .o 

Now  it  is  not  possible  to  create  an  interest  suddenly,  but  we' 
should  have  a  system  which  will  foster  a  wise  and  prudent  concern 
for  the  future— it  is  for  us  older  graduates  to  be  interested  in  them. 
Only  the  other  day  I  heard  a  nurse  of  strong  character  and  ability 
say,  “Oh,  if  someone  had  only  made  me  insiure  .my  life,^,and  if  we 
had  only  had  to  pay  into  a  pension  fund,  I  would  haVe  donb  it.”  It  is 
nearly  always  true  that  we  do  not  voluntarily  do  difficult  things  which 
we  gladly  do  with  moral  support,  yi'otSK"  ifbv 

And  then  another  objection  is  That  nur.sing  is  a  good  profession, 
and  they  cannot  see  why  those^^who  follow^jit,  do  not  save  enough 
to  live  upon.  This  is  a  presumptuous  statement — we  never  know  the 
family  demands  and  responsibilities  ifyliich  a  nurse  may,,  have,  and 
which  it  would  be  wrong  To  igpqrp^,? 

It  would  be,,  foodsh  to  suppose  .that  a  pension  is  going  to  solve 
the  financial  problems  of  the  nursej^as  she  grows  older,  nothing 'Clan 
take  the  place  of  thrift  "and  good, judgment,  but^.alL'these  “economic 
precautions  and  progressive  methods  aje  conducive  to  this. 

Finally,  we  who  see  a  yi^ohpfor  the  pension  fund  must  not  be 
discouraged  because., it  is  doubted  or  opposed — when  anythingTs"  criti¬ 
cized,  it  moves- — opposition  often  makes  for  success,*  and  so  lef  us  as 
nurses  not  be.  content  with  progress  for  the  nurse’s  work,  and  not  for 
the  nurse  herself!

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  REORGANIZATION 


The  committee  had  two  meetings,  Miss  Stewart  and  the  Chair¬ 
man  being  present,  as  Miss  Weiser  .has  been  out  of  town. 
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The  two  points  necessary  for  the  Alumnae  to  bear  in  mind  to 
conform  to  the  reorganization  of  the  American  Nurses’  Association 
are  representation  and  dues. 

The  main  object  of  reorganization  was  to  eliminate  the  duplica¬ 
tion  of  membership  in  that  organization.  This  point  is  illustrated  by 
one  of  our  members  being  a  member  of  the  American  Nurses’  Asso¬ 
ciation  through  our  Alumnae,  through  the  First  District  Association, 
through  the  Illinois  State  Association,  and  in  some  cases  through 
individual  membership.  This  duplication  was  not  only  un1)usiness- 
like,  but  illegal.  It  was  therefore  voted  at  the  National  Convention 
held  in  New  Orleans,  April,  1916,  that  the  American  Nurses’  Asso¬ 
ciation  reorganize  on  the  following  basis :  Alumnae  Associations, 
form  District  Association,  District  Associations  form  State  Asso¬ 
ciations  and  the  State  Associations  comprise  the  American  Nurses’ 
Association.  Therefore  the  Alumnae  Associations  will  have  to  make 
their  requirements  for  membership  equal  to  those  of  the  District 
Association.  In  our  case  it  will  be  necessary  for  all  future  members 
to  become  Registered  Nurses.  This  is  not  retroactive  and  all  our 
present  membership  will  be  received  into  the  district  without  fulfilling 
this  requirement. 

The  representation  into  the  district  will  be  individual,  one  to 
twenty  in  the  State,  and  one  to  fifty  in  the  National.  At  a  National 
Convention  a  St.  Luke’s  Alumnus  would  have  no  representation  as 
such,  but  only  as  a  duly  elected  member  of  the  Illinois  State  Associa¬ 
tion.  However,  since  the  State  Association  will  not  have  sufficient 
funds  to  pay  the  entire  expense  of  all  its  delegates,  St.  Luke’s  ma}^ 
benefit' by  asking  the  privilege  of  paying  the  expenses  of  one  or  more 
delegates,  providing  St.  Luke’s  nurses  be  elected. 

At  present  our  Alumnae  pays  15  cents  per  capita  to  the  American 
Nurses’  Association,  each  individual  member  of  the  District  and 
State  Association  pays  $3,  and  $5  to  her  Alumnae  Association,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  of  $8  for  membership  alone.  The  Revision  Committee 
felt  that  dues  must  be  reduced  if  nurses  were  to  support  the  many 
other  organizations  into  which  the  various  branches  of  the  nursing 
drew  them,  so  the  State  Committee  thought  the  following  schedule 
a  fair  one;  A  fee  of  $1.50  per  capita  will  be  paid  to  the  District,  75 
cents  per  capita  to  the  State  and  the  State  pay  15  cents  per  capit? 
to  the  National.  This  leaves  the  Alumnae  free  to  designate  its  own 
dues.  The  committee  therefore  recommends  that  a  fee  of  $2.00  be 
allowed  to  carry  on  the  current  expenses  of  the  Alumnae  and  it  fur¬ 
ther  suggests  that  the  additional  sum  of  $1.50  be  added  that  we  may 
as  a  body  become  subscribers  of  the  American  Journal  of  Nursing, 
thus  supporting  the  only  recognized  official  organ  of  the  American 
Nurses’  Association.  This  plan  will  make  a  total  of  $5.75  for  mem¬ 
berships  and  subscription  dues.  This  sum  is  paid  to  your  Alumnae 
Treasurer  and  you  have  no  further  concern  for  another  year.  The 
nurses  will  have  to  be  very  businesslike,  however,  in  paying  dues,  as 
there  will  no  doubt  be  a  definite  time  to  pay  the  District,  and  all 
those  in  arre'ars  at  this  time  would  have  to  be  dropped.  This  ar¬ 
rangement  will  take  care  of  all  members  liAung  in  Chicago,  while  our

members  outside  the  city  or  State  will  pay  only  the  Alumnae  fee  to 
the  Treasurer,  and  the  District  and  State  fee  to  the  State  in  which 
she  resides.  This  Alumnae  fee  will  not  be  sufficient  to  support  a  sick 
benefit  fund,  and  since  there  has  been  some  dissatisfaction  with  the 
manner  in  which  this  fund  has  been  administered,  the  committee 
recommends  that  a  further  provision  be  made  for  those  wishing-  to 
benefit  by  this  fund  by  paying  an  additional  fee  of  $5  or  $10  per 
year.  This  puts  our  sick  benefit  on  an  insurance  basis,  making  every 
member  contributing  to  the  fund  eligible  and  no  questions  asked, 
thus  removing  the  objectionable  feature  of  our  present  system.  This 
would  not  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  loan  privilege  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  To  sum  up,  the  steps  necessary  to  conform  to  reorganization 
are:  1st,  make  the  requirements  for  membership  equal  to  those  of 
the  District  Association  ;  2nd,  establish  the  dues  with  a  view  to  allow¬ 
ing  $2.25  per  capita  to  the  allied  organizations.

Idle  District  Association  will  revise  its  By-Laws  at  its  annual  meet¬ 
ing  in  February, ^ut  it  is  doubtful  if  it  will  feel  able  to  reduce  its 
fee  from  the  present  sum  ($1.50),  so  it  will  be  best  for  the  Alumnae  to 
reckon  on  an  allied  fee  of  $4.50  instead  of  $2.25,  as  quoted  in  the 
report.

Constitution  and  By-Laws 

Article  I — Name. 

Section.  1. — This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the 
Alumnae  Association  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  Training 
School  for  Nurses. 

Article  II — Objects. 

Section  1. — The  objects  of  this  Association  shall  be : 
Mutual  help,  the  upholding  of  higher  standards  of 
nursing  and  for  a  broad  understanding  of  general 
Public  Health  Problems. 


By-Laws 

Article  I — Eligibility  and  Membership.  • 

Section  1. — Any  graduate  of  St.  Luke's  Training 
School  who  is  a  Registered  Nurse  and  in  good  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  Profession  is  eligible  to  membership. 

Sec.  2. — There  shall  be  two  classes  of  membership : 
Active  and  Honorary. 

Sec.  3. — ^Active  membership  is  described  in  Section 
1  of  this  Article. 

Sec.  4. — Honorary  membership  may  be  conferred 
on  any  one  who  has  rendered  special  service  to  the 
Association.  Honorary  members  have  no  vote  and 
pay  no  dues. 
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Article  II — Officers. 

Section  1. — The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be: 
President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer 
and  Auditor.  They  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  not 
more  than  two  years. 


A rticl e  II I — A dniin  i strati o . 


Section  1. — The  management  of  the  affairs  of  this 
Association  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Thirty 
Directors  composed  of  the  Officers,  the  Chairmen  of 
Standing  Committees,  and  such  other  members  as 
shall  be  elected. 

Article  IV — Meetings. 

Section  1. — Meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  Third 
Tuesday  in  each  month  from  September  to  June  in¬ 
clusive.  The  time  and  place  may,  however,  be  changed 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors ;  due  notice 
having  been  given. 

Article  V — Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1. — The  duties  of  the  President,  the  Vice- 
Presidents  and  the  Secretary  are  defined  in  Roberts’ 
“Rules  of  Order.” 

Sec.  2. — The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  have  charge 
of  all  moneys  of  the  Association.  She  shall  keep  ac¬ 
count  of  the  same  and  pay  only  on  written  order  of 
the  President  and  Secretary.  All  money  shall  be  de¬ 
posited  in  the  Name  of  the  Association  in  a  Bank 
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selected  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  Treasurer 
shall  render  an  itemized  account  of  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  which  shall  be  printed  in  the 
‘‘Alumnae.’’  Upon  assuming  office  she  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  to  give  Bond  as  the  Board  shall  direct.  The 
Treasurer  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 

Sec.  3. — Officers  and  Directors  of  the  Association 
shall  be  empowered  to  use  such  moneys  from  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Expense  Fund  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  business  of  the  same. 

Article  VI — Standing  Committees. 

Section  1. — The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  as 
follows :  Finance,  Program,  Visiting,  Membership, 
Nominating  and  General  Nursing.  The  Chairmen  of 
these  Committees  shall  be  elected  by  Ballot  at  the 
x\nnual  Meeting  and  shall  serve  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Each  committee  shall  consist  of 
not  more  than  five  members  which  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  respective  Chairmen  with  the  approval  of  the 
President. 

Sec.  2. — The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  all  investments  and  recommend  ways  and  means 
of  securing  money,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  The  Chairman  of  this  Commit¬ 
tee  shall  be  the  Auditor  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  3. — The  Program  Committee  shall  arrange  the 
Program  for  the  year  and  shall  make  all  arrange¬ 
ments  to  carry  out  the  same  and  shall  be  in  charge 
of  said  Program  when  it  is  given. 
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Sec.  4. — The  Nominating  Committee  shall  mail  to 
every  member  of  the  Association  on  or  before  Novem¬ 
ber  hrst  a  ticket  in  blank  of  the  full  list  of  Officers  and 
Chairmen  of  Standing  Committees,  and  nineteen  Di¬ 
rectors,  which  shall  be  filled  out  by  each  member  and 
returned  not  later  than  December  first.  From  these 
returns  the  Committee  shall  prepare  a  ballot  contain¬ 
ing  for  each  office,  the  names  of  the  tico  persons  re¬ 
ceiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  regular  order 
who  will  consent  to  serve  if  elected.  The  Committee 
shall  present  this  ])allot  to  the  Association  at  the  De¬ 
cember  meeting  when  nominations  may  be  made  from 
the  floor.  The  Committee  shall  then  cause  this  ballot 
to  be  printed  and  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  mth  a  proxy  enclosed  together  with  the  call 
for  the  annual  meeting.  They  shall  have  the  entire 
charge  of  elections. 

Sec.  5. — The  Visiting  Committee  shall  visit  and  as¬ 
certain  the  needs  of  the  sick  members  reporting  the 
same  to  the  Association  and  shall  sign  all  applications 
for  Sick  Benefit. 

Sec.  6. — The  Membership  Committee  shall  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  securing  new  members.  They  shall  en¬ 
dorse  and  sign  all  applications  before  they  are  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Association,  and  they  shall  act  on  the 
Reinstatement  of  Members. 

Article  VII — Annual  Dues. 

Section  1. — The  Annual  Fee  for  unmarried  members 
shall  be  $5.00;  married  members,  $2.00. 

Sec.  2. — Dues  shall  be  paid  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
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and  must  accompany  all  Applications  for  Membership. 
New  Members  joining  three  months  before  the  Annual 
.Meeting  shall  be  exempt  from  dues  the  following 
year. 

Sec.  3. — Failure  to  pay  dues  by  April  first  forfeits 
Membership  but  this  time  may  be  extended  in  indi¬ 
vidual  cases  for  good  reason  by  Action  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Sec.  4. — Any  member  whose  dues  are  unpaid  by 
April  first  shall  be  dropped  from  membership  and  is 
not  entitled  to  Sick  Benefit  until  six  months  after 
reinstatement. 

Article  VIII — Privileges. 

Section  1. — Any  member  whose  annual  fee  is  paid 
and  who  is  in  good  standing  in  the  Association  who  on 
account  of  illness  is  in  need  of  financial  assistance  shall 
receive  a  maximum  amount  of  $10.00  per  week  for 
five  weeks,  due  notice  of  such  illness  having  been 
sent  to  the  Secretary.  This  benefit  is  limited  to  $50.00 
annually,  except  in  unusual  cases  when  it  may  be  in¬ 
creased  to  $100.00  annually.  The  Board  of  Directors 
is  empowered  to  legislate  in  special  cases. 

Sec.  2. — Any  member  in  good  standing  who  is  in 
need  of  financial  assistance  may  borrow  from  the 
Association  the  sum  of  $100.00  for  six  months  at 
3%  interest.  This  privilege  is  limited. 

Article  IX — Meetings. 

Section  1. — At  all  meetings  of  the  Association  the 
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members  present  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business. 

Sec.  2. — At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
four  members  thereof  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business;  a  majority  to  decide  all 
questions. 

Sec.  3. — The  order  of  business  shall  be :  Minutes  of 
last  meeting,  Treasurer’s  report,  Correspondence,  Re¬ 
port  of  Directors’  meeting.  Report  of  Standing  Com¬ 
mittees,  Unfinished  business,  New  business.  Program. 


Article  X — Amendments. 

This  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at 
the  Annual  Meeting. 


Article  XL 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  member  of  this  Asso-

ciation  to  comply  A\ith  the  rules  laid  down  in  this 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  to  keep  the  Secretary 
informed  of  her  whereabouts.  The  Authority  of 
parliamentary  procedure  shall  be  “Roberts’  Rules  of 
Order.”
